GENERAL  DIRECTIONS 

Be  Prompt 

All  members  of  the  party  are  required  to  re- 
port promptly  at  the  appointed  time  and  place. 
Instructors  will  call  the  roll  at  each  place  visited 
and  any  student  absent  from  roll  call  will  not  be 
permitted  to  join  the  party  until  time  for  the 
next  event  on  the  itinerary.  Absence  from  roll 
call  is  sufficient  justification  for  the  dismissal  of 
the  student  from  the  party,  and  for  reporting 
him  to  the  proper  authorities  at  the  University. 

Hotel  arrangements  for  the  party  will  be  made 
in  advance.  Students  may  be  permitted  to  make 
other  arrangements  for  lodging  when  such  re- 
quest seems  reasonable  to  the  instructor  in 
charge.  Necessary  permits  should  be  obtained 
prior  to  Monday,  October  16. 

Be  Courteous 

Permission  to  visit  the  several  places  listed  in 
the  itinerary  is  a  courtesy  extended  to  the  Uni- 
versity which  involves  some  expense  and  trouble 
to  the  management  of  these  companies.  Members 
of  the  party  should  be  appreciative  of  this  fact 
and  conduct  themselves  properly  as  representa- 
tives of  the  University.  It  is  particularly  desirable 
that   everyone   refrain   from   smoking  within   the 
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confines  of  the  plants  visited  and  that  all  full}7 
observe  posted  regulations. 

Any  student  who  fails  to  conduct  himself 
properly  during  an  inspection  trip  will  be  re- 
ported to  the  University  Committee  on  Discipline. 

Since  the  University  can  have  no  proper  control 
over  others  than  those  in  regular  attendance  dur- 
ing these  trips,  friends  of  students  will  not  be 
allowed  to  accompany  the  party  except  by  per- 
mission previously  obtained  from  the  instructor 
in  charge.  This  privilege  will  be  extended  only 
in  rare  instances  and  when  the  reasons  for  the 
request  seem  fully  sufficient. 

Be  Careful 

While  members  of  the  faculty  who  are  in 
immediate  charge  of  these  trips  will  make  every 
effort  to  provide  for  the  comfort  and  safety  of 
the  students  in  the  party,  there  is,  of  course, 
some  slight  element  of  personal  danger  on  rail- 
way trains,  street  cars,  and  in  plants  visited. 
Neither  the  owners  of  the  plants  visited,  the 
University,  nor  members  of  the  faculty  can  as- 
sume any  responsibility  for  accidents  which  may 
occur  to  students  during  the  trip.  Proper  care 
and  deportment  at  all  times  will  greatly  reduce 
the  possibility  of  accidents. 

Be  Observing 

Inspection  trips  are  required  because  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  educational  advantages  resulting 
from  the  inspection  of  large  industrial  enterprises 
fully  justify  the  time  and  expense  involved.  To 
realize    this    ideal,    however,    students    must    use 
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every  endeavor  to  secure  a  correct  impression 
of  the  places  visited,  an  appreciation  of  the  gen- 
eral nature  of  the  plant  inspected  and  of  its 
product,  rather  than  of  minor  details. 

Each  student  will  be  required  to  submit  an 
acceptable  report  of  the  trip  to  the  head  of  his 
department  or  to  pass  an  examination  to  de- 
termine the  extent  and  accuracy  of  the  informa- 
tion secured,  at  a  date  to  be  fixed  by  the  depart- 
ment concerned. 

Railroad  and  Hotel  Service 

The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  has  authorized  a 
special  round  trip  rate  of  $2.55  between  Cham- 
paign and  Chicago  with  certain  conditions.  Each 
student  making  the  trip  must  purchase  a  ticket 
sometime  between  Saturday  morning,  October  21, 
and  Tuesday  noon,  October  24.  As  this  rate  is 
good  only  when  there  are  150  or  more  on  the 
same  train,  students  desiring  this  rate  should  take 
the  train  at  6:05  p.  m.  Tuesday,  October  24.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  pay  a  higher  rate  on  any 
other  train.  The  return  coupons  will  be  good 
on  any  train  except  special  fare  trains  leaving 
Chicago  Friday  evening,  October  27,  Saturday, 
October  28,  or  Sunday,  October  29. 

The  procedure  for  the  trip  from  Chicago  to 
Milwaukee  will  be  as  follows:  Tickets  must 
be  purchased  at  the  Chicago,  North  Shore  and 
Milwaukee  Railroad  Terminal,  223  S.  Wabash 
Ave.  before  boarding  the  train.
